If you are in the "To" line, I am requesting action from you. 

In this message I address State Department* press guidance on the Human Rights Committee's 
soon to be received "Conclusions and Recommendations" on the US report on its 
implementation of the International Covenant on Civil and Political Rights and media 
outreach to Geneva press who are likely to report on those Conclusions. 

1. Press Guidance. 

Although the CtRs won't be released until Friday morning in Geneva, the UN Secretariat 
promised that we would receive an advance draft on Thursday morning. Jeff Kovar will send 
the text to the addressees on this message as soon as he receives it. As we will have the 
morning to review it, we are requesting agency and State clearances on this guidance by 
noon tomorrow. Please send you edits to me and to Vijay Padmariabhan. 

In addition to the guidance, it would be helpful if each agency provided a short list of 
the conclusions and recoiranendations in its area of responsibility that it considers to be 
erroneous. As we may want to highlight particular errors in the conclusions, it would be 
useful if agencies would describe flaws in the Cs and Rs. 

2. State phone call with Geneva press 

Matt Waxman, Mark Lagon, Sandy Hodgkinson and I are prepared to make ourselves available 
to talk to the Geneva press about our reactions to the Conclusions and Recommendations 
It is likely that we would do this on Friday. 

Brooks , 

We are happy to work with a schedule you provide. I have spoken with Matt and Mark Lagon 
about this. As a matter of efficiency, the approach we took in Geneva of doing a single 
briefing would be preferable. If we could arrange a call-in number, that would be ideal 
so that people could participate wherever they might be. 



Thanks to all of you for your continuing efforts- We have almost completed our work on 
this .
